The perimeter fence will be 
roped off to preserve spaces 
for those who line up early.

Controlled entry 


To control the rush at the 
gates, patrons will enter the site 
in groups of 25 at one-minute 
intervals and asked to walk 
rather than run. Gates open one 
hour before shows begin. 


Wristbands 


As you enter the gate this year, 
your ticket will be exchanged 
for a wristband. Except for 
seniors and children 11 years 
and under, all festival patrons 
must wear a wristband. If you 
want to leave the park and 
return later, the wristband will 
get you back onto the site. You 
can trade a weekend pass for a 
weekend wristband or 
individual tickets for individual 
day wristbands. 


Blankets, tarps and 
tents 


¢ Use only the space you 
need. Tarp sizes are limited 
to 8 feet by 10 feet. 


¢ Only low-sitting lawn chairs 
are allowed. 


e Tents and lean-tos can be 
set up at the top of the hill 
only. Tents will be limited to 
a designated area. 


e Low-lying lean-tos can be 
used lower on the hill only 
during inclement weather. 


e Take your belongings with 
you at the end of each day. 
Any tarps left overnight 
can be claimed the next day 
at the Journal Information 
Tent.

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Cleanit Greenit Composting 
‘Bystem Inc. is teaming up with 
the Edmonton Folk Festival to 

divert and compost about 


3000 kg of organiéé: 


With the increasing shortage of landfill space, 

and concerns about traditional waste practices, 
environmentally responsible companies and 
organisations including the Edmonton Folk Festival, 
are looking for better alternatives. This year the 
Folk Festival is teaming up with Cleanit Greenit 
Composting System Inc. to divert and compost 
about 3000 kg of organics, mainly behind the 
scenes from the kitchens, using the Cleanit Greenit 
cart system. Organics that otherwise would have 


been garbage! 


The Cleanit Greenit cart system is an organic 
collection program that allows businesses to compost 
organic waste instead of landfilling them. The cart 
system, (introduced to Edmonton by KC 
Environmental Group Ltd.), collects left over, non 
hazardous organics in 240 | carts, and removes them 
to the Cleanit Greenit compost site, located in west 
Edmonton. At the site trained compost staff process 
the organics, into a high grade nutrient rich compost 
called organic soil. 


Composting provides an innovative alternative to 
traditional waste disposal, while simultaneously 
producing a useful and saleable product. It is a 
progressive concept to have a manufacturing process 
that by its very nature enhances the environment 
rather than attacks it. 
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Beyond the benefits accrued from actual production 
process, compost itself, has a lot of advantages. 
Compost is a slow release, nutrient rich material, 
which when added to soil improves soil structure, 
texture, aeration and water retention. When mixed 
with compost clay soils are lightened, and sandy soils 
have better water retention. Mixing compost with 
soil helps control erosion, increases fertility, provides 
proper pH balance and aids healthy root 
development in plants. Compost can also 


control soil-borne diseases and insects. 


Composting reduces greenhouse gas emissions. By 
diverting waste from landfills, the Cleanit Greenit 
composting system reduces methane gas emissions. 
By using compost instead of chemical fertilisers less 
nitrous oxide emissions are produced. Carbon 
dioxide emissions are reduced since compost use 
increases soil moisture retention and thus reduces 
the amount of energy needed for irrigation. 


Cleanit Greenit also accepts non hazardous organic 
waste such as sawdust or landscaping waste for drop 
off at 20450-113 Avenue. In addition to 
screened and unscreened compost we also have 
available premium lawn and garden mix. Delivery or 
pickup available.

Eric Bibb 


With the number of 
comparisons to Taj Mahal that 
Eric Bibb has received, it 
comes as no surprise he’s 
getting a lot of attention. Not 
that he minds such a 
comparison; he credits Taj 
with being one of his major 
inspirations. 

Born in New York in 1951, 
Eric grew up with a broad 
spectrum of influences. As his 


most important inspiration, he 
credits his father, Leon Bibb, a 


singer, actor and activist best 
known from the ’60s 
Greenwich Village folk scene. 
Eric’s godfather was Paul 
Robeson, and his uncle, John 
Lewis, was the world-famous 


jazz pianist and composer who 


co-founded the Modern Jazz 
Quartet. On a popular level, 





Bob Dylan and Odetta were 
regular visitors to the Bibb 
home. 


Based in Sweden since the 
1980s, Eric’s career took off in 
1996, with an impressive 
performance at the London 
Blues Festival. Suddenly he 
was seen as an artist of 
international calibre, and he 
became known for his unique 
brand of acoustic blues. He’s 
been touring with his band, 
Needed Time, ever since. 


With his fluidity within the 
blues genre, Eric dips 
effortlessly into gospel, folk 
and country, and he 
convincingly sneaks 
unexpected instruments, such 
as the mandolin, accordion 
and kongama drums into the 
traditional blues ensemble. He 
sticks to no particular regional 
style, and his lyrics cover a vast 
range of emotions and issues. 


Eric was also a part of the 
Grammy-nominated children’s 
album “Shakin’ a Tailfeather,” 
with Taj Mahal and Linda 
Tillery. And, with any luck, 
that’s precisely what Eric will 
have us doing here at the 
festival. LG 


Blackie & The Rodeo 
Kings 


Blackie & The Rodeo Kings 
are back! Stephen Fearing, 
Colin Linden and Tom Wilson 
have joined forces once again 
and are bursting their creative 
seams on Kings of Love, their 
sophomore effort—a double 
album selling at a single- 
album price. 





For the uninitiated, the 
band was conceived when 
Colin and Stephen, almost 
simultaneously, decided to 
record the songs of one of

musical talents—Willie P. 
Bennett. Following one quick 
call to Tom, the group was 
formed and the debut album 
High or Hurtin’ was recorded 
between December 795 and 
January 96, with Tom in the 
producer’s role. 


After a Juno nomination, 
cross-Canada tour dates, anda 
wave of critical acclaim for the 
album, the members carried 
on with their respective 
careers. Colin released Raised 
by Wolves and garnered a 
Grammy nomination for his 
work on A Tribute To Howlin’ 
Wolf. Stephen released his 
Juno-nominated /ndustrial 
Lullaby and secured a U.S. 
deal for the record that has 
yielded great reviews and 
substantial American tour 
dates. Tom and Junkhouse 
released Fuzz, and had a hit 
with the song “Shine.” 


“The three of us had sucha 
good time making and touring 
High or Hurtin’; we all knew we 
had to take the Blackie thing 
even further,” says Linden. “It 
was the same feeling again this 
time, and before we knew it 
we'd laid down 26 tracks!” CW 





Blue Rodeo 


Blue Rodeo 


If the festival has a big name . 
act that’s become a fixture 
over the years, it would have to 
be Blue Rodeo. This will mark 
their fourth appearance— 
once for every year they’ve 
won a Juno Award for Best 
Group of the Year. 


Blue Rodeo’s first visit was 
in the rains of 94, right on 
the heels of their Five Days in 


July album. Now, their latest 


opus is called The Days in 
Between, which shipped gold at 
the beginning of the year. 


“We worked harder on this 
album than any in a long 


time,” says Cuddy. “We really 


wanted to make a record that 
was a bit of a statement for

us. 


Co-frontmen Jim Cuddy 
and Greg Keelor have been 
together since 1985. They are 
playing with the lineup of 
Bazil Donovan on bass, James 
Gray on keyboards, Glenn 
Milchem on drums, and the 
newest member Bob Egan on 
pedal and lap steel guitars. 
Egan brings with him some 
impressive credentials, having 
played with roots rocker 
Wilco, Billy Bragg and the 
Tragically Hip. SA 
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Eric Bogle was born in 
Peebles, Scotland, in 1943, the 
only son of Laurence, a 
railway ganger, and Nancy, a 
domestic servant. He showed 
no apparent early musical 
leaning, except perhaps a 
strong aversion to bagpipe 
music. 


After all the usual teenage 
influences (Elvis, Lonnie 
Donnegan, Brigitte Bardot, 
etc.), he formed his own rock 
group called Eric and The 
Informers in the early ’60s. 
The group was very popular in 
Peebles, but then so was 
eating live ferrets. After three 
years of relative obscurity, the 
band broke up, and the 
various members returned to 
total obscurity. 


Eric then became a bit of a 
Bolshie and got into the 
Campaign for Nuclear 
Disarmament. He went on his 
first Ban The Bomb demo, 
where he heard folk music for 
the first time. He immediately 
became a convert, and, like all 
converts, was a bit of a hard- 
liner. He gained some 
measure of notoriety amongst 
the Peaceniks by being able to 
sing 60 verses of “We Shall 
Overcome,” accompanying 
himself on ukulele.

jBomba! 


In spite of this, the bomb 
did not drop, and in 1969, 
bored, disillusioned and 
broke, he gratefully accepted 
the Australian government’s 
offer of free passage to the 
colony of New South Wales. In 
his spare time, to assuage his 
conscience and to keep 
himself from going bananas, 
he wrote songs that were 
completely ignored until 1972, 
when he wrote the classic 
“And The Band Played 
Waltzing Matilda,” which, 
upon its release, set the 
Australian music world alight. 
He followed “Matilda” with 
songs like “No Man’s Land,” 
“Now I'm Easy,” “The Aussie 
Barbecue Song” and the 
notorious “I Hate Wogs,” 
which earned him a 
reputation as a deep social 
commentator. 


Eric reckons that he’s 
already achieved more than 
he ever dreamed he would, so 
is quite content to take each 
new challenge as it comes. 
When pressed about future 
ambitions, he says, “All I want 
to do is to keep writing songs 
and to keep enjoying myself. 
That’s all really, though I'd 
rather like to be taller, and I 
wish my hair would grow 
back!” Cw 


j;Bomba! 


The Canadian quintet, 
jBomba! dedicates itself to 
exploring modern Latin 
sounds. Much like current-day 
Cuban artists, ;Bomba! fuses 
traditional Latin and funk 
beats to create a sound that 
stirs both the mind and the 
body. Combining tradition 
without being nostalgic and 
modern influences without 
risking authenticity, the band 
tries to encompass those traits 
that best describe Latin 
America itself: passion, 
culture, diversity, history, and 
(most important) irresistible 
dance rhythms. 


;Bomba! can be considered 
one of Western Canada’s 
authorities on Latin music. 
The members of ;Bomba! 
have studied Latin music at its 
source: from Cubanismo, the 
Buena Vista Social Club, the 
Afro-Cuban All-stars, lrakere 
and Chile’s Inti-Illimani.

The metaphor for Jackson 
Browne's life might well be a 
map of the human heart. He 
admits he uses metaphors 
abundantly in his songs. 
“Some have been about 
subjects that might take many 
pages to describe... I’m 
trying to access something we 
already know.” 


This passion is evident in 
his new album, Looking East, 
where he visualizes himself 
standing on “the edge of [the] 
country... back to the sea.” 
“It’s about turning and facing 
what assails you,” he adds. 


Though he sees himself in 
L.A., his material about social 
struggles and personal 
challenges is relevant far 
beyond this particular 
landscape. For instance, 
“Nino,” one of his new songs, 
is inspired by his percussionist,

Luis Conte, a young man 
who’s far from his home in 
Cuba. 


Browne says “Nino” 
underlines another of his 
philosophies: “For me the 
song touches on a very simple 
and profound idea—that we 
all carry the means to make 
ourselves happy, and the 
means to get where we want to 
go in life.” 





Browne is considered one 
of “pop’s defining voices.” His 
1986 album Lives in the Balance 
made the Rolling Stone’s 100 
Best Albums of the Decade 
list. 


Browne’s life as a musician 
and his life as a political 
activist have, to use another 
metaphor, been going along 
hand in hand. He helped 
organize the No Nukes 
concerts at Madison Square 
Gardens in 1979, and was a co- 
founder for Musicians United 
for Safe Energy (MUSE). He 
was also involved in the 1986 
Amnesty International 
Conspiracy of Hope Tour and 
the 1988 tribute to Nelson 
Mandela at Wembley Stadium, 
where he first sang “When the 
Stone Begins to Turn,” his 
tribute to Mandela and Martin

“Writing, if you really work at 
it, has the ability to show you 
things you might not see 
otherwise,” Mary Chapin 
Carpenter told an interviewer. 
“T just let my imagination run

free and see where it goes.” 


The songs of this much- 
honoured American 
performer touch on real life 
experiences and seem to 
capture what everyone has felt 
but too often could not find 
the words to express. 
Carpenter’s rocking mix of 
country, pop and soul provides 
examples of an exceptional 
writing talent. 
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In addition to the Grammy- 
winning songs and CDs, 
Carpenter has lent her artistry 
to a number of motion-picture 
soundtracks; a 13-part CBS 
News documentary, Century of 
Country; a series on PBS titled 
In the Spotlight; a Broadway 
musical; and several books, 
two of them for children. 


Carpenter is an active 
supporter of various 
organizations for social 
change.

Certainly the 20 gold and 
platinum records and 10 Juno 
awards are a testament to 
Bruce’s significant presence 
on the landscape of Canadian 
popular culture. The sold-out 
concert appearances and 
recognition from his peers are 
evidence of an individual who 
continues to challenge himself 
and his audiences with every

new endeavour, be it musical, 
social, personal or political. 


In addition to Bruce’s 
accomplished musicianship, 
his presence at the forefront 
of human rights activism and 
his role as a spokesperson for 
environmental issues are 
critical elements of his 
distinguished 30-year career. 
In 1997, Bruce was presented 
with an Honorary Doctor of 
Music Degree by the Berklee 
College of Music (Boston), 


where he studied jazz 
composition. 





Attempting to label Bruce’s 
music is an effort not worth 
undertaking. By the time you 
get around to defining what it 
is that he does, it no longer 
applies. When his self-titled 
debut was released on True 
North in 1970, it swelled with 
pastoral folk music. By the end 
of the ’70s, Bruce’s flair for 
jazz, blues and what is now 
known as “world music” began 
to surface. 


For three decades, Bruce’s 
compositions have spoken 
pointedly to the hearts and 
minds of Canadians. 
Brimming with first-person 
observations and strong 
convictions, many of Bruces’s 
songs reflect his travel 
experiences with an 
autobiographical nature that 
allows listeners to share in 
Bruce’s intense emotion. CW

A Shawn Colvin appearance 
here at the festival has been in 
the works for a number of 
years. She was booked to come 
in 1990, but wasn’t able to 
make it; now, when her career 
has really taken off, she’s here. 


Since her career began in 
the mid-1980s, she’s run the 
gamut of musical styles, but 
her roots are in folk music. 
The child of nomadic 
academic parents, she cites 
influences such as Bob Dylan, 
Tom Waits, Steve Earle and 
Greg Brown. Her songwriting 
technique is strikingly similar 
to these artists, both in its 
engaging story-telling quality 
and its musical strength. 


Colvin has attracted the 
attention of the almighty 
Grammy since her first 
Columbia Records release in 
1989, Steady On. Since then, 


her following has swelled 
considerably, thanks in part to 
her participation in Lilith Fair. 


Her debut album ’s success 
led to appearances on benefit 
albums, as a guest vocalist on 
CDs by Suzanne Vega and 
Mary Chapin Carpenter, as 
well as tours with the likes of 
Neil Young, Richard 
Thompson and Lyle Lovett. 


In 1998, Colvin released A 
Few Small Repairs, her 
Grammy-winning platinum-hit 
album. Then she had her first 
baby and came out with a 
children’s album, Holiday 
Songs and Lullabies.

“Today in Paradise, the word 
was everywhere, ‘have you all 
heard what Woman has done?’ 
... Somebody wants this 
woman undone.” So begins 
Galway-born Mary Coughlan’s 
album entitled After the Fall. 
The album is a rare collection 





of songs that affirms women 
and often men as well—even 
while telling their most 

painful stories—stories of 
betrayal, abuse, addiction and 
depression. Like blues legend 
Billie Holiday—to whom she is 


often compared—Coughlan 
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ced Rok/la 4 
what she sings. 

Hers is more than the story 
of a victim or a good (in this 
case, Irish Catholic) girl gone 
wrong, however. First, she has 
been able to turn her life 
around, and she has used her 
understanding of the dark side 
to produce work that is 
intensely moving and 
intellectually satisfying. As Q 
Magazine puts it, “Mary 
Coughlan sings with a hard 
intelligence which binds 
spells.” The songs she has 
chosen for After the Fall fit 
together like a work of art ora 
collection of fine short stories 
with a similar theme. 


Coughlan’s low-pitched, 
womanly voice, which makes 
no attempt to disguise the 
Irish in her, is astonishingly 
tender even while it tells how 
marriage can be a trap. 
Another song, “Lucy’s 
Dream,” written for her by 
Irish songwriter Johnny 
Mulhern, is a graphic story of 
love and betrayal. 


Earlier albums, including 
Tired and Emotional and Love 
Jor Sale, focus on the jazz and 
blues classics that helped build 
Coughlan’s reputation. She 
does a particularly delicious

Curtis’ music results from a 
cross-pollination of rock, 
country and urban folk. Her 
inventive and invigorating 
blend of contemporary styles 
unfolds with a rootsy feel into 
a collection of thought- 
provoking and emotional 
songs. Her powerful lyrics deal 
with love, death or day-to-day 
existence, and she delivers 
them with honesty and clarity. 


Curtis’ songs have been 
featured on episodes of 
Dawson’s Creek and Chicago 
Hope, and she has toured 
extensively, including a solo 
stint on the last Lilith Fair. SD

Michelle Josef 


Occasionally, the Great Spirit 
grants an individual the 
opportunity to reincarnate 
without actually dying. Such is 
the case with Michelle Josef. 
She is the present-day 
incarnation of drummer 
Bohdan Hluszko, who gave up 
his identity in September 1997. 
To many she is both a 
newcomer and an old friend. 
The name and form may have 
changed, but the sparkle in the 
eye, the bite in the humour and 
the passion in the playing will 
be familiar. Celebrating 27 
years of musicianship, Michelle 
brings a wealth of playing 
experience (with the likes of 
Etta James, David Wilcox, 
Sharon, Lois & Bram, Wild 
Strawberries, Jann Arden and 
Prairie Oyster), as well as a 
unique perspective on life. 
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Frank disclosure of feelings is 
always a risk, but there’s value 
in such risk-taking, says 
Canadian blues guitarist Sue 
Foley when she talks about her 
sixth album, Love Comin’ Down. 
She admits she was just 
coming out of the breakup of 
her marriage when she 
produced it and says, “it was 
like I was working it out by 
writing it all down.” 


Perhaps Foley’s openness 
comes from the same place as 
the empowerment theme of 
her songs. There’s “Two 
Trains,” for instance, in which 
she says she “explores the idea 
that there was more than one 
direction for [her] to go 
emotionally and otherwise.” 


Other songs which speak to 
the theme are “Same Thing,” 
her take of a Willie Dixon 
blues standard made 
legendary by Muddy Waters; 
“Let Me Drive,” “a rockabilly- 
style dazzler,” and “How 
Strong,” which has an “earthy, 
minimal feel . . . the perfect 
mood for the end of the 
record.” 


Just as Foley is able to 
experience and write about a 
wide spectrum of emotions,

she has a broad appreciation 
for the work of other 
musicians. One of her first 
mentors was Clifford Antone 
of Austin, Texas, who 
recorded her first four 
albums. She’s also learned 
Mississippi-style from Bessie 
Smith, appreciates Motown 
and country, and her 
“Mediterranean Breakfast” 
reveals her interest in 
flamenco guitar. AK 


Steve Forbert 


At the close of the 1970s, 
Steve Forbert left his truck- 
driving job in Mississippi and 
became a folk hero almost as 
soon as he set foot in New York. 


Armed only with guitar and 
harmonica, he caused quite a 
stir in New York City’s music 


circles amid the flash and 
clatter of the emerging New 
Wave. Albums such as Alive on 
Arrival and Jackrabbit Slim 
established Forbert as the 
fresh face of the American 
folk scene. His early success 
was followed by a falling out 
with his record company, and 
he moved to Nashville, where 
he pressed on with his music. 


His loyal audience stood by 
their man, and some 20 years 
since making a splash in NYC, 
Forbert has released his 12" 
album. Recorded in Memphis, 
Tenn., Evergreen Boy, his ninth 
studio album and the first for 
his new label, Koch, continues 
to display Forbert’s uniquely 
American sound—sturdy folk, 
rock, country and R&B 
influences—and his skill with 


words as he sings about 
everyday loves, losses, regrets 
and hopes. SD

Tim Furst (aka Fyodor 
Karamazov) was born in San 
Fransisco 46 years after the 
Great Earthquake. While 
studying architecture and 
philosophy at Stanford 
University, he was drafted to 
work at the campus medical 
library. To fill time during 
coffee breaks (Furst is an 
unconfirmed tea drinker), 
and having an endless supply 
of books close at hand, he 
naturally took up juggling.

and spent the next 20-odd 
years performing on stages 
around the world. Following a 
temporary retirement, Furst 
has emerged from seclusion tc 
play with fire and escape the 
Seattle rain. 


Lennie Gallant 


He’s big on the East Coast, 
and over the last few years his 
extensive touring has brought 
him to the rest of Canada. 
Born in Prince Edward Island, 
Lennie Gallant is known for 
his high-energy roots-rock. 


Writing and performing in 
both official languages, he’s 
toured with everyone from 
Celine Dion to the Crash Test 
Dummies. His diverse style is 
traced back to his early days 
listening to an uncle’s Bob 
Dylan albums. 


Lennie earned a degree in 
sociology from Université 
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Lennie Gallant 


Sainte-Anne in Nova Scotia, 
while he was also playing gigs 
in bars at the same time. Then 
he moved to Halifax and got 
his music career underway. 


Since then, he’s played all 
over the world. Successive 
albums have cleaned up at the 
East Coast Music Association 
Awards, where he’s won Song 
of the Year, Album of the Year, 
and Male Artist of the Year.

When asked whether he gets 
confused by the overlaps 
between his solo concerts and 
his shows as part of Men At 
Work, Colin Hay says, “I just 
throw a pick into the 
audience.

If 
one person bends over, picks 
it up and hands it back to me, 
I know I’m on my own.” 


Hay, one of the founding 
members of Men At Work, 
continues to tour with the 


group regularly, alongside his 
challenging solo schedule. 


Concerts are only part of 
this musician’s life. The 
recording credits of Men At 
Work are familiar to most, full 
of #1 hits, such as “Down 
Under,” “Business As Usual” 
and “Who Can it Be Now?,” 
and culminating with 
induction into the Australian 
Recording Industry’s Hall of 
Fame. 


Since his debut with Looking 
For Jack in 1987, Hay’s solo 
record has closely paralleled 
the band. He’s just cut his 
sixth solo album, Going 
Somewhere, a much-anticipated 
album, which he says is “as 
close to my live show as 
possible.” He’s also done well 
with the full-band sound of 
Topanga, Transcontinental 
Mighway and Celtic- 
influenced Wayfaring Sons.

Eventually, every young 
bluegrass band has to leave 
the confines of the kitchen 
and try its hand at the scene. 
After Toronto’s Heartbreak 
Hill took its big step, the 
members were surprised to 
find themselves blazing a trail 
for other young bluegrass 
players and enthusiasts in the 
city. They, quite literally, 
created the scene. 


Says Heartbreak’s banjo 
player Chris Quinn, “Recently 
we had some people we met in 
Kentucky up for a visit, and 
they were shocked at how 
many talented bluegrass

players we had sitting in our 
kitchen.” 


The band members’ talent 
for bluegrass stems from their 
love of the genre, their 
dedication to its history, and 
countless rounds of “Name 
That Banjo Player.” What sets 
them apart from typical 
bluegrass is their lyrics and the 
unique spin they put on 
traditional bluegrass 
techniques. While looking to 
the past, they take steps in a 
new and innovative direction. 


Making up the group are 
Jenny Whiteley on bass, her 
brother Dan Whiteley on 
mandolin, Dottie Cormier on 
guitar, and Chris Quinn on 
banjo. 


Listen for the song “I Scare 
You”—it puts a minor-key spin 
on their traditional style and 
epitomizes the group’s 
mastery of, and fluidity within, 
the genre. LG 


Jerusalem Ridge 


Jerusalem Ridge, Western 
Canada’s favourite bluegrass 
band and a serious contender 
for the bluegrass graveyard 
only two years ago, has 
bounced back this spring with 
a busy touring schedule, 
following last year’s release of 
Beyond the Ridge, the Alberta 
quartet’s fifth recording—its 
first in five years. 


That bluegrass fans 
are still knocking down 
doors to see the group 
11 years after its 
inception has the 
group’s members tickled 
silly. A story on the 
group in bluegrass 
music’s official 
mouthpiece, the

The song made it 
to number | and stayed on the 
list for 21 weeks. 


Over the years, he’s 
recorded for such venerable 
labels as Chess and Kent, as 
well as Music City, All Boy and 
Paradise. He’s played such 
venues as the Apollo and 
Howard theatres, performing 
with his contemporaries, 


Jimmy Witherspoon, Jay 


McShann and Lowell Fulson. 


Today, in his 80s, he still 
lives in his adopted Texas, 
where he was named Blues 
Artist of the Year in Houston 
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Nelson is one of the few 
original blues shouters still 
performing. This year, his 
album Rockin’ and Shoutin’ the 
Blues was nominated for two 
W.C. Handy Blues Awards— 
Traditional Blues Album of 
the Year and Comeback 
Album of the Year. SA 


Night Sun 


Night Sun has been attracting 
considerable attention with its 
eclectic fusion of Celtic, 
zydeco, gypsy and blues. The 
group’s lead singer, Ellen 
Hamilton, spent 14 years in 
Arctic communities; she 
formed Night Sun in Iqalait, 
Northwest Territories. Praised 
for the strength of her 
songwriting, Ellen was a first 
prize winner in the Ontario 
Council of Folk Festival’s 
songwriting competition. 


Multi-instrumentalist Chris 
Coleman joined the band in

Iqalait after graduating from 
classical music performance at 
Chicago’s Northwestern 
University. Audiences are 
bowled over by his virtuosity as 
he moves effortlessly between 
mandolin, banjo, flute, clarinet 
and whistles in a given set. 


Night Sun is now based in 
Kingston, Ontario. The 


remaining members of the 
group are Bonnie Dawson on 
accordion and guitar; Les 
Casson on congas, bodhran, 
dumbek, drums and guitar; 
and Adam Hodge on bass. 


The band has played at 
scores of festivals across the 
continent. SD 
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If folk music were an empire, 
Odetta would undoubtedly be 
queen. 


Her part in the history of 
folk and roots music makes 
her no less than a cultural 
icon. She rose to critical 
acclaim in the 1950s asa 
predominant figure in 
American roots music, and she 
helped lay the foundation for 
the folk movement that was to 
follow.

Movement, and she marched 
with Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. She’s shared the stage with 
other legends, including Joan 
Baez, Bob Dylan, Pete Seeger 
and B.B. King, and last year 
she received the 1999 National 
Medal of the Arts. 


The reason for her 
popularity is readily apparent 
when you see her perform. 
From the moment she steps 
on Stage to her final bow, 
Odetta not only causes 
audiences to take notice, she 
also offers them a deeper 
insight into the nature and the 
state of humankind. With 
contagious passion, intense 
warmth and unflappable 
strength, she makes each song 
distinctively her own and 
involves audiences in a way 
that few performers can. 


Her latest album (and first 
in 14 years), Blues Everywhere I 


ensemble to her blues- Meee! 
style. Summoning up the 
ghosts of Bessie Smith, Alberta 
Hunter and Ma Rainey, she 
recreates the passion of the 
urban blues of the 1920s and

Appalachian Mountains, early 
Memphis rock and Chicago 
blues. Recurrent themes are 
described as “emotions of 
desperation, conviction, 
yearning, hope and love.” 


Oh Susanna released her 
second CD last year, Johnstown.

Check it out—you’ll hear 
stripped down, cold, hard 
vocal chords connected to a 
deeper well that will lead you 
to think you’re listening to a 
character from a John 
Steinbeck novel.

Wilson Pickett 


Wilson Pickett is a one-in-a- 
lifetime kind of artist. With a 
truckload of classic songs 
(“Mustang Sally,” “In the 
Midnight Hour,” “Funky 
Broadway”), gold albums, 
induction into the Rock ’n’ 
Roll Hall of Fame, Pickett is 


blessed with big lungs and the 


gruffest tenor voice on the 
planet. 








Pickett was first heard as 
the lead vocalist with the R&B 
quartet, the Falcons. His 
achingly poignant falsetto lead 
on the Falcon’s breakout 
smash “I Found a Love” 
(1965) soon earned him an 
Atlantic Records contract and 
a one-way ticket to Memphis. 


Freed of the artistic and 
musical constraints of a vocal 
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stories, a mouth full of voices 
to tell them, and the deepest 
musicians from Stax and 
Muscle Shoals pumping 
behind him, Pickett swaggered 
to the microphone, waited 
four bars leaned and teasingly 
smacked, “If you nee-ee-eed a 
little lovin’ / Call on meee / 
AwwLright.” 


Those 10 little words 
changed Pickett’s life 
overnight, and the song, 
“634-5789,” hit the top of the 
R&B chart. In just 10 words he 
made all the ladies in the 
house say, “Ooww!,” all the 
party dawgs woof-woof, and 
everyone called him the 
Wicked Pickett. CW 


David Rea 


I can already see you shaking 
your head when you read that 
guitarist David Rea is an icon 
of Canadian and American 
music. Rea hasn’t been front 
and centre in the evolving 
contemporary music scene. 
No, he has almost always 
stood on the edge of the 
spotlight. And that’s precisely 
what makes him a musical 
icon. 


Rea has picked his guitar 
and added background and 
harmony vocals to the likes of 
Gordon Lightfoot, Ian and 
Sylvia Tyson, the Fairport

Convention, Judy Collins, 
Jesse Winchester, Mike Seeger, 
the Clancy Brothers, Ramblin’ 
Jack Elliott, Tom Rush, Neil 
Young, Joni Mitchell, Buffy 
Sainte-Marie and a whole lot 
of other folks. 


And when it comes to 
records, Rea has his music and 
name on a lot of the best 
produced songs during the 
1960s and ’70s. And I'll bet 
you didn’t know he co-wrote 
the rock ’n’ roll classic, 


“Mississippi Queen.” 


So, to say Rea has been as 
laid back as his music is an 
understatement. By the age of 
21—in the late 1960s—Rea 
had already accomplished 
more in his musical career 
than most musicians do ina 
lifetime. 


Raised in Akron, Ohio, Rea 
began playing piano at the age 
of five and guitar at 12. And 
once smitten by the blues, he 
started listening and playing 
blues, bluegrass and rock *n’ 
roll. 


In 1964, when he was just 
17, Rea moved to Toronto and 
landed in the middle of the 
world’s hottest folk music 
scene, where he teamed up 
with Gordon Lightfoot, and 
Jan and Sylvia. And the rest, as 
they say, is history, yet Rea 
remains as timely as ever. 


After completing a number 
of musical projects for CBC, 
including the production of 
an original opera about 
Emperor Norton of San 
Francisco fame, and recording 
a three-part program on the 
convergence of European and 
African music, he returned to 
the studio and continues to 
make and produce highly 
praised music. SD

Kimmie Rhodes is a native 
Texan who began her singing 
career at the age of six with 
her family’s gospel trio. She 
grew up in Lubbock, Texas,

Dale Gilmore. 


“The time period when we 
grew up was a very fertile, 
creative time for music, so we 
all grew up listening to music 
we could be rooted in and 
draw from,” she notes. 


When she was 18, she 
moved to her family’s farm 
near the Red River to become 
a farmer. A seven-year drought 
was “heaven’s way of telling 
me I wasn’t supposed to be a 
squash picker.” While on the 
farm, she started playing the 
guitar and, she says, “writing 
just sort of sneaked up on

Rhodes moved to Austin in 
1979, where she met DJ and 
producer Joe Gracey, an 
instrumental figure in the 
Austin progressive country 
scene, whom she ended up 
marrying. In 1981 she 
recorded her first album, 
Kimmie Rhodes and the Jackalope 
Brothers, when Willie Nelson 
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vited her to use his studio. 
Kimmie says of Willie: “He’s 
really been a good friend to 
me and helped me get my 
music out.” 





In 1985, she recorded her 
second album, Man in the 
Moon. Her third album, Angels 
Get The Blues, recorded at the 
original Sun Studio in 
Memphis, was released in 
1989. These records led toa 
series of British and European 
tours that received rave 
reviews. British Vogue Magazine 
said, “this is a voice you can 
listen to all day.” 


She has headlined with her 
band at festivals in Britain, 
Germany, France, Switzerland 
and the Netherlands, and has 
appeared on many European 
and American TV and radio 
broadcasts. She has also 
appeared at many of Willie’s 
Farm Aid concerts and July 4° 
picnics. CW 


Sonny Rhodes 


Sonny Rhodes is the world- 
travelled, been-there-and- 
done-that, selfproclaimed 
disciple of the blues. He is 
always somewhere out there 
on the road. He may be 
anywhere in the United States, 
could be in Canada, or in 
Europe. He may be ata

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a concert, or 
on the way to 
another club 
gig. 

Sonny—like 
B.B. King, 
Bobby Bland, 
Buddy Guy 
and dozens of 
other 
bluesmen, past 
and present— 
is a road 
warrior. Being 
out there, 
“bringing the 
music to the 
people” is an honourable 
profession, and this man has 
been at it for a long time. 
And, if the big time was to 
arrive tomorrow and Rhodes 
were suddenly transformed 
into a figure who transcends 
the blues field, he’d still be on 
the road. Like everyone else in 
the blues, he has B.B. King as 
an example. 


In a crowded field, he’s a 
unique performer, conscious 
of the need to impress an 
audience in order to get the 
attention he needs to 
entertain them and deliver his 
message. Playing lap steel 
guitar, a rare instrument in 
the blues world, is only one of 
the things Sonny does to make 
an impression. 


“T knew when I started 
playing it that people would 
notice how different it looked, 
how different it sounded.” 


Sit back for some 
astonishing playing and more 
lyrical turns than any blues 
songwriter since Curtis 


Mayfield. Cw

Qawwali is seen as one of 
the world’s most passionate 
and vibrant forms of music. It 
originated nearly 1,000 years 
ago as the devotional music of 
the Sufis of Pakistan and India 
- the mystics of the Islamic 
religion. Rizwan-Muazzam 
Qawwali uses music as a 
vehicle to enlightenment or 
inner knowledge - via rhythmic 
hand clapping, percussion, 
harmonium and a vast 
repertoire of sung poetry. By 
repeatedly chanting salient 
phrases, they can transport 
audiences to a spiritual nirvana 
or trance-like state. 


Following acclaimed sets at 
the 1999 WOMAD Festivals in 
Reading (UK) and Seattle 
(USA), and the release of the 
album Sacrifice to Love on Real 
World Records, Rizwan- 
Muazzam Qawwali is now 
presenting an innovative and 
stirring interpretation of the 
enduring qawwali love song 
tradition to a wider audience.

Garnet Rogers 


In a darkened bedroom, lit 
only by the amber glow from 
an old floor-model radio, two 
brothers, aged six and 12, lay 
in their beds, listening to the 
country music broadcasts from 
the Grand OI Opry and 
practising their harmonies. 
Two years later, the youngest 
one was playing the definitive 
eight-year-old’s version of 
“Desolation Row” on his 
ukulele. He soon abandoned 
that instrument to teach 
himself the flute, violin and 
guitar. 


Within 10 years, and barely 
out of high school, Garnet 


Rogers was on the road as a 
full-time musician with his 
older brother Stan. Together 
they formed what has come to 
be accepted as one of the most 
influential acts in North 
American folk music. 


Since then, Garnet has 
established himself as “one of 
the major talents of our time.” 
He is a man with a powerful 
physical presence—close to 
six-and-a-half feet tall—with a 
voice to match. With his 
“smooth, dark baritone” 
(Washington Post) his 
incredible range, and 
thoughtful, dramatic phrasing, 
Garnet is widely considered by 
fans and critics alike to be one 
of the finest singers anywhere. 


His music, like the man 
himself, is literate, passionate 
and highly sensitive, with deep 
purpose. An optimist at heart, 
Garnet sings extraordinary 
songs about people who are 
not obvious heroes and of the 
small victories of the everyday. 
As memorable as his songs, his 
over-the-top humour and 
lightning-quick wit moves his 
audience from tears to 
laughter and back again. CW

Silk Road Music 


The release of Endless by 
Qiu Xia’s ensemble Silk Road 
Music is the latest 
achievement in the career of a 
woman who once taught at the 
prestigious Xian Academy of 
Music in China, toured with 
the popular Shaanxi Music 
and Dance Troupe, then left it 
all behind to become a 
Canadian. 


Since arriving in Canada 
eight years ago—speaking no 
English and knowing no 
one—Qiu Xia has risen to the 
top of her profession once 
again. She has performed as a 
soloist with the Vancouver 
Symphony, played with many 
top musicians, such as 
Canadian guitarist Don Ross 
and Indian-legend Trichy 
Sankaran, toured with the 
Ptarmigan Music and Theatre 
Society, and earned a Juno 
award nomination as part of 
the world-beat ensemble 
ASZA. 


She is also the founder and 
musical director of 
“Enchanted Evenings,” an 


annual concert series at the 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen classical 
Chinese garden in Vancouver. 
And she is an artist in 
residence with the Vancouver 
School Board, teaching 
schoolchildren an 
appreciation of music. In fact, 
Qiu Xia is one of only a very 
few Chinese musicians in 
North America who works full 
time in music. 


Qiu Xia formed Silk Road 
Music in 1991 as a forum to 
play Chinese music with other 
Chinese musicians, but, as the 
name suggests, the music has a 
cross-cultural bent. In the 
same way that the Silk Road 
trade route was once a vehicle 
to exchange cultural ideas 
between East and West, Silk 
Road Music combines the 
traditional styles of the East 
with new influences picked up 
in the West. The ensemble 
plays Chinese music with 
Western techniques: the group 
plays jazz, folk and Irish music 
on Chinese instruments; and 
plays with musicians from 
other cultural backgrounds, 
creating a new sound entirely. 


Silk Road Music’s lineup 
consists of Qiu Xia He on 
pipa, Shirely Yuan on erhu, 
and Zhi Min Yu on ruan, Fen- 
Jung Wang on vocals. CW 


Al Simmons 


How does one begin to 
describe an entertainer such 
as Al Simmons?

Local treasure Mark Sterling 
is back, and this time he’s got 
a critically acclaimed album to 
pedal. Blues Scene Quarterly 
calls his album, The Well, 
“blues bathed in sunlight,” 
and says of Mark: “[There’s] 
no question that Mark 
Sterling understands how to 
make a damn good acoustic 
blues record.” Not bad for a 
kid from the prairies ... 


Mark’s career as a solo 
acoustic blues man began 





right here, two years ago, 
when he participated in a 
Sunday workshop with Mose 
Allison, Willie P. Bennett, 
Colin James and Colin 
Linden. It was his first time 
performing in a year, and it 
marked the beginning of a 
new career. Since then, he has 
performed in B.C., Alberta 
and Ontario, opening for the 
likes of Jann Arden, Kelly Joe 
Phelps and Susan Tedeschi. 


His album, The Well, is 
reminiscent of Mississippi 
John Hurt and John 
Hammond, but maintains a 
style that is distinctly Mark 
Sterling. His music is 
technically impressive and 
stylistically diverse, and proves 
that Mark can, and will, draw 
you into his brand of warm,

Hans Theessink and Blue Groove 


Hans Theessink and 
Blue Groove 


Can a Dutchman sing the 
blues? chirps Fret Magazine. 
Judging from his reputation, it 
appears that at least one, Hans 
Theessink, certainly can. 


Theessink was born in the 
Netherlands, lives in Vienna, 
Austria, and is probably the 
best known and most 
respected of the European- 
born blues players. 


He’s been invited to major 
blues, folk, rock and jazz 
festivals across Europe and 
North America, including the 
New Orleans Jazz & Heritage 
Festival, the Kansas City Jazz & 
Blues Festival, the Chicago 
Blues Festival, the 
Philadelphia Folk Festival and 
the Toronto Soul & Blues 


Festival. He plays about 200 
concerts a year. 


Perhaps the ultimate 
compliment to Theessink’s 
ability came from Bo Diddley, 
who described him as “one 
helluva guitar player.” 
Theessink himself 
acknowledges several 
influences: Big Bill Broonzy, 
Brownie McGhee, Leadbelly, 
country blues and especially 
roots music. Since his first 
recording in 1970, he hasn’t 
stopped—he released his 15" 
album, Lifeline, in 1998. He’s 
also produced a songbook and 
a teaching video. 


Theessink writes most of his 
own songs, yet he’s also 
cultivated a number of friends 
in the business, and many of 
them are featured on his CDs. 
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A regular with Theessink is the 
band Blue Groove, particularly 
tuba player Jon Sass, who also 
has a solo CD coming out, and 
Alee Thelfa. Sass’s easy, right- 
down-to-the-toes sound is the 
perfect complement to 
Theessink’s “rich, brassy voice” 
and effortless style. Thelfa is a 
composer who also sings 
backup and a percussionist 
who can make music out of 
anything. AK 


Linda Tillery and the

Linda Tillery and the Cultural 
Heritage Choir sang on-the- 
spot backup for Chester 
Knight during the last show 
on Stage Five at the 1998 
festival witnessed one of 
entertainment’s rare 
occasions.

That Linda and the 
Cultural Heritage Choir 
should show exceptional 
humanity as well as 
musicianship should have 
been no surprise, however. 
Tillery herself received a 
Goldie Lifetime Achievement 
Award in ’98, which 
acknowledged a career which 
started in the 60s. In her 
hometown of San Fransico she 
started playing bass in junior 
high, switched to percussion 
in high school, then sang with 
psychedelic-era rock band the 
Loading Zone. Next, she 
worked with two major 
women’s music companies, 
Oakland’s Redwood and 








Olivia, “trying to bring a little 
color” into the women’s music 
movement, she said at the 
time. 


1992 marked an important 
new development for Linda 
when she put together a choir 
to explore and perform 
traditional African American 
folk music: spirituals, work 
songs, prison songs, and the 
“moans, calls and hollers that 
gave birth to the blues” (San 
Francisco Examiner). Though 
the choir began as an 
experiment, it soon gathered 
a worldwide following. Some 
audiences call it gospel “no 
matter how sinful the 
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material” (Tillery). Others 
scream “like we’re the Beatles 
singing ‘Love Me Do’.” Tillery 
calls it “deeply ethnic black 
music. The antiquities.” 


The Cultural Heritage 
Choir features Rhonda Benin, 
Elouise Burrell, Melanie 
DeMore and Emma Foster- 
Fiege, whose total experience 
as solo performers, band 
leaders, social activists and 
teachers is phenomenal. 
Shakin’ a Tailfeather (1997), the 
choir’s third CD anda 
collaboration with Taj Mahal 
and Eric Bibb, was nominated 
for Best Musical Album for 
Children. AK 


Rokia Traore 


Twenty-five-year-old Rokia 
Traore, though born in Mali, 
did not expect to become the 
voice of the new generation of 
African artists or to represent 
Malian music and culture to

the world. Unlike many other 
Malian singers, she does not 
come from the jali caste, but 
rather from the class 
sponsoring them. Griots (or 
jalis) are the traditional oral 
historians, and one in Traoré’s 
social position would 
ordinarily be a griot’s patron. 


Her father was a diplomat, 
and the family had lived in 


Algeria, Saudi Arabia, France 
and Belgium. 


Once she decided to 
become an artist, she found 
that her experience of other 
cultures and her enjoyment of 
all types of music was an 
advantage; she could integrate 
all that she had learned into 
her art, which is still 
recognizable as Malian music. 


At the same time, her 
modern upbringing has made 
her a persuasive role model 
for the younger generation of 
African women, who are 
searching for new symbols as 
their traditional societies are 
crumbling. 


In her new CD, Wanita, 
which she is introducing to 
North America this summer, 
Traoré demonstrates that the 
issues in her country are very 
real to her. They represent 
much of the content of her 
lyrics, which she delivers in a

On acoustic guitar 
he improvises at will, moving 
from intensely solid rhythmic 
grooves to inspiring and 
imaginative solos. The 
influences that emerge in his 
music range from African 
highlife to blues, gospel, 
Cajun, Celtic, aboriginal and 
flamenco. Audiences are 
riveted by his soulful voice, 
free scat singing and relentless 
heartbeat rhythm. 


Lester Quitzau is a player— 
a great dobro and slide man.

He has a freestyle approach 
with a diversity of sound and 
colour, honest and immediate. 
He can play straight ahead 
traditional blues or launch 
into an eclectic mix of jazz, 
blues, funk, rock, R&B and 
folk, as he did with his Juno- 
nominated CD, Big Love. 


Madagascar Slim (aka Ben 
Randriamananjara) is more 
than a blues player from 
Madagascar. He is a pioneer 
developing a great new sound 
by fusing Malagasy traditional 
sounds and instruments with 
blues music. Ben has carved 
out a reputation as a guitar 
player and composer. With his 
Malagasy band, he released a 
powerful CD in 1999, which 
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‘tour. 


When Bill and Lester are 
laying down a blues groove 
during a live performance, 
Ben’s great Malagasy rhythm 
can be heard sneaking its way 
into the sound—an addition 
that is both exciting and 
refreshing. CW

Ian Tyson, in many ways, is a 
beacon. Besides being a 
veteran singer-songwriter, an 
Alberta treasure, and one of 
the founders of country-folk in 
Canada, he serves as a window 
to the West, illuminating all 
the romanticism, hardship 
and change of his home. On 
his latest album, Lost Herd, he 
talks about today’s West, and 
he’s not altogether happy 
about where it’s headed. 


The way he sees it, we are 
facing the final chapter in the 
myth of the West. Traditional 
ranching is being replaced 
with agribusiness, and most 
independent ranchers need 
another means of supporting 
themselves. For Tyson, 
songwriting is that means. 


The history of Ian’s career 
is old stuff by now, and he’s

certainly not one to dwell on 
it. What can’t be ignored are 
the anthems he’s left us— 
*Springtime in Alberta,” 
“Navajo Rug” and (of course) 
“Four Strong Winds,” to name 
a few. With such a repertoire, 
what’s clear is that, for Tyson, 
less is definitely more, and 
beyond all the trappings of the 
music business, the 
songwriting is what really 
matters.

Dar Williams 


You know that one friend who 
has a penchant for telling it 
like it is, no matter how dire, 
how embarrassingly funny or 
how downright painful the 
truth may be? Dar Williams is 
that friend. 


With a voice that is 
simultaneously clear, fluid and 
gritty, Dar Williams started out 
singing in coffee shops in 
Boston with nothing but a 
guitar and a head full of 
songs. Her first CD, The 
Honesty Room, came out in 
1995, almost instantly 
establishing Dar as a voice for 


yet. The members of Wilco are

a new generation of folk 
music. What struck audiences 
first was her honesty and 
accessibility. From the 
beginning, Dar wrote with a 
fascinating wit and a passion 
for the ordinary, making 
everyday experiences 
extraordinary. 





Dar has been compared to 
Joni Mitchell on numerous 
occasions—in both her vocal 
style and her songwriting—not 
to mention to Suzanne Vega, 
Natalie Merchant and “an on- 
key Liz Phair” (Associated Press). 
Her songs have been touted as 
witty, true and spirited, with 
“an album’s worth of lyrics 
stuffed into one tune” 

(Seattle Rocket). 


But most people don’t need to 
be told any of this. Williams’ 
exhaustive touring schedule has 
brought her to Edmonton a 
number of times, as well as to 
Europe, Australia and across the 
States, and she has done a couple 
of turns with Lilith Fair. Her 
legions of fans will be the first to 
tell you: Dar Williams is taking 
folk music in a strong new 
direction, and her honesty is 
nothing short of contagious. LG

S we enter a new 

decade, it seems 

appropriate to pause 
and reflect on what our 
festival has become and where 
it might be headed. 


Surpluses as well as 
government and community 
foundation grants have 
allowed us, since 1994, to 
purchase our office building, 
a new main stage, workshop 
tents, computers and on-site 
walkways. The balance has 
gone to site expansion and 
improvements, for example, a 
new location for Stage 1, 
video screens and the big 
shade tent in the concessions 
area. The festival is now 
exactly where I wanted it to be 
10 years ago. 


As for the future, 2001 
presents a unique challenge. 
Running concurrently with 
the final four days of the 
World Track and Field 
Championships, August 9 to 12, 
means that there will be extra 


pressures on services (flights, 
buses, hotel rooms, etc.). It 
also will give us a chance to 
showcase our slice of 
Edmonton to the world. 
Tickets will go on sale at 9 
a.m. on June 1“ as usual. 


More important than our 
future is the present, and 
there are a few changes this 
year. Construction near the 
Grant MacEwan campus has 
meant a change to our Park 
*’n’ Ride location to the 
Stadium Parkade at the U of 
A. lam extremely grateful for 
the co-operation shown by 
both institutions, and we will 
carefully monitor the success 
of our new location. 


There will be no overnight 
lineups this year. What started 
as a small group of people 
lining up overnight has grown 
to become a security concern 
for the residents of 
Cloverdale. In the spirit of co- 
operation we will implement a 
new system, similar to the one 
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we use for ticket sales on the 
first of June. Lineups will be 
allowed to form starting at 6 
a.m., and a draw will be held 
to determine the first in line. 
I can only ask for your 
patience and understanding 
while we work through this 
change. 


Also new this year is our 
concert season. The concerts 
we've held so far this year— 
Ani DiFranco, Chris Smither, 
Iris DeMent and Richard 
Thompson —will be followed 
by two great concerts 
showcasing some of the top 
artists from Africa: Ladysmith 
Black Mambazo on Thursday, 
September 7 ($31), and 
Habib Koité and Oumou 
Sangare on Thursday, 
November 23 ($23), both will 
be held at the Winspear. 
Tickets for these concerts are 
on sale at the Record Tent 
with no service charges if you 
buy your tickets here at the 
festival this weekend. 





We all know what a great 
opportunity the folk festival 
provides us to visit with friends 
and family. As an annual event 
it is also a time to remember 
those who can't be here or who 
are here with us only in spirit. 
On our opening night in 
honour of Roberta Magnusson, 
I will ask for one minute of 
silence. (See the tribute to 
Roberta Magnusson in the 
colour section.) I hope a time to 
pause and reflect will become 
another yearly tradition here at 
the festival. 


Could | ask a favour? 


One area where I would like 
to see an improvement is 
concerning talking during the 
show. I hope that as a large 
community, we begin to 
appreciate silence and extend 
this courtesy to songwriters 
during their performances. 
Artists on our main stage cover 
a wide variety of musical styles 
and energies. High-energy 
artists, such as Wilson Pickett, 
Blue Rodeo, Danu and Church 
Street, may invite everybody to 
dance and celebrate. Other 
artists, such as Colin Hay, Shawn 
Colvin, Jackson Browne and Dar 
Williams, have a style that is 
more intimate, and require a 
quieter audience. When they 
perform, it is important to be 
quiet and if you must talk, 
please do so softly. 


Everything is in place for our 
finest festival yet. 1am 
convinced that the festival will 
continue to improve and that 
our best days are still ahead of 
us. On behalf of our 
experienced and committed 
staff, I hope you have a 
wonderful festival experience 
this weekend.

Many will 
remember her as serious and kind; however, her sense of humour and playfulness 
would come out to play every now and again. She would have described herself as 
behind the scenes; however, there isn’t a corner of the office or site, which doesn't 
tele Mla ied at way her indelible mark. 


Roberta was much more than a colleague; she was a friend, a sister, a daughter, 

and an Aunt to members of her own family, as well as many of her “adopted” family 
in Edmonton. She was fiercely loyal of all she loved, and she adored her birthplace, 
her beloved Gimli, Manitoba. She made many trips to Manitoba, returning with 
Icelandic food such as hard fish and a gorgeous dessert called Vinarterta. The latter 
we enjoyed, the former we pretended to enjoy. 


In 1997 Roberta was diagnosed with breast cancer. She underwent treatment; however, 
her illness eventually became worse. She passed away last fall on September 11 in 
Gimli. The disease took her body, but did not take her spirit. 


Occasionally a note will fall from a file with her ak-late Wal dlate RolaMi aiolat-Me){-ta-Mey muir] 
addressed to her will arrive in the office, or a photograph of her will appear in a 
desk drawer - all reminders that she is still near. There are notes taped to the wall 
with her specific instructions on how to (or not to) operate the thermostat, or a 


piece of office equipment. And perhaps we wish we could find one more note from 
her, instructing us on what to do when the ache of her absence feels too great.
